ship of that tribunal. President Taft 
will send the nomination to. the sen­ 
ate tomorrow at noon. 
It was 
reported 
tonight 
though 
neither confirmation nor denial was 
obtainable at the White House, that 
President Taft will on Monday nomi­ 
nate as Associate Justices, Judge Wil­ 
lis Vandventer of Cheyenne, Wyo., 
now a federal judge in the Eighth 
United 
States circuit, 
and 
Joseph 
Rucker Lamar of Georgia, a demo­ 
crat and a former justice of the 
Georgia supreme court. 
It was also reported tonight, like­ 
wise without confirmation, that the 
n' w court of commerce will be ap­ 
pointed by the president tomorrow 
and will consist of the following: 
Martin A. Knapp of New York, at 
present chairman of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission; 
Robert 
W. 
Archbald, at present United States 
District Judge of the Middle District 
of Pennsylvania; William H. Hunt 
of Montana, now a Judge of the Court 
of Customs Appeals; Arthur C. Den­ 
ison of Michigan, at present Judge 
of the Western district of that state; 
Julian 
W. 
Mack of Chicago, now 
Judge of the Appellate Circuit court 
of the 
First 
Illinois 
district. 
Mr. 
Mack is a democrat. 
Justice White a Democrat 
Eliminating Justice Hughes from 
promotion and eliminating all sugges 
tions made from outside the court, 
'President Taft, it is said, turned nat­ 
urally to Justice White. 
In doing so he disregarded all po 
litical considerations. Justice White 
is a democrat and was born in Louisi­ 
ana. He was appointed to the Su­ 
preme court by Grover Cleveland and 
is 65 years of age, 
So far as Washington could re­ 
call tonight this is the first time that 
a chief Justice of a political faith 
I opposite to that o fthe president has 
ever been appointed. 
Justice White was strongly urged 
upon 
the president 
for promotion. 
In October last, just as the presi­ 
dent was leaving the summer capital 
at Beverly, it became known that he 
was seriously considering the ap­ 
pointment of justice White as chief 
justice. 
The fact was sent out in dispatches 
at the time. When he was again in 
Washington, 
however, 
the 
Hughes 
sentiment seemed 
to 
grow 
strong 
again and all ether candidates prac­ 
tically were eliminated from consid­ 
eration. 
President Taft has the highest re­ 
gard for Justice White, both as a 
man and a jurist. The backing that 
Justice White received 
is said 
to 
have been most impressive. 
The following jury was empaneled 
to try the caser V. K. Rogers, H. K. 
Ellard, J. K. Scroggin, J. E. Webb, 
G. L. Burris, C. D. Price, T. T. Gay, 
Lee Sherrell, Af. L. Hunt, Sol Arth- 
us, W. T. Hoover, W. H. Brents.
